As to the actual outlay of the respect- 
ive ‘countries, tho proportion stands :a8.five to two 
against Great Britain; bat bearing m mind thot the 
population of the States is at present larger than that 
of the United Kingdom, the disparity will appear yet 
more marked.

‘The Free Trade organs in oor City unitedly insist 
‘that a tax of three cents jonnd on Cotton grown 
in this country, and mainly sold for manufacture and 
consumption abroad, is wholly paid by the producer— 
in othor words, the tax docs not enhance the .price 
to the consumer. But, whenever the Tariff comes 
under disenssion, they will insistthet a tax on British 
‘Motals, Wares and Fabrics, consumed in this country, 
isa tax wholly paid by the eonsumer—that is, the 
price in our market is enhanced by the amount of the 
duty. These two positions are utterly at variance, 
‘and both wrong. A part of the tax in either case is 
paid by the producer; the residue by the consumer.

A dispatch from Washington to a Poiladelvhia pa- 
per states that President Jobnson has concluded to 
withdraw his opposition to Congress, and will give 
his reasons therefor in bis Annual Message. We might 
hesitate to accept this report. ng entirely true; but it 
is nothing strange or too sudden that a President, 
popularly elected, should bow to the expressed will of 
iho people, revnforced since the elections by the yoice 
‘of his own partisans in favor of Impartial Suffrage. 
‘We shall not hesitate to say, that any step of his 
Toward a reconciliation, comprehending justice a4 well 
os magnanimity in its plan, cannot be otherwise than 
advantageous to himself, to Congress, and to the 
peaoe.of the country. 


After all, it Wonld appoar that the threats of Ste- 
phens, the Fenian leader, of an outbreak in Ifeland 
efore the end of the prpsent year, were not mere 

sounding words, Our dispatches by tho Atlantic 
Coble, publisbod this morning, bring us startling 
intelligence, The Irish have taken up arms against 
the Government, and military and naval measures 
have Buty oe ee set on foot by the authorities in 
Englana for the suppression of the outbreak. The 
extent and the wheresbout of the insurrection are not 
stated, but from the tenor of our dispatches we infer 
that the conflagration must be an extensive one, The 
London press, of course, urges stern repressive meas- 
ures. The public here will await further advices 
relative to this business with lively anxicty. 


‘Thero is much in the spirit of Mr, Henry S. Foote’s 
letter to Judge Sharkey that we unreservedly com- 
meni, albeit there is no occasion for heavy drafts upon 
the ancients to prove that something if wrong just 
‘vow betweon the North and South. ‘The letter is too 
long to quote fully; but the writer’s motive may be 
inferred when he eays that “should Congress find that 
’ is not now in its power, by any scheme of paoifi- 
tation, which, in conjunction with the President, may 
de agreed upon, to resoue the country from the perils 
Fenictiae prosent eurronnd it, and the proposition of « 
National Conyention shall reosive its approval, T have 
cot the least doubt that the people of both sections 
will see the necessity of calling into employment for 
tbis momentous experiment the best and ablest men 
whom they shall find in their midst.” Mr. Foote's 
intentions may win more favorable judgment than bis 
proposition, which suggests no uncommon expedient, 
avd bas hoen rather rudely anticipated by the Wig- 
wam failure at Philadelpbia. But, of course, we can 
oppose no sincere overtare of the South toward a def- 
inite agreemeut os to ends of permanent peace and 
justice. We remember, however, that sonventions 
make speeches, and not laws; and that they failed 
atterly to avert 6 dreadful civil) war, )

RELIGIOUS, 

In the Southern Presbyterian General Assembly whiob 
sui Instweek at Momphis they bad a lengthy and im- 
portant debate on a resolution us to the future statns of 
the colored race ‘n their ecclesivetical sections. 
The Rev. Dr, Atkins in moving on amend- 
ment to tho resolution, contended that _tnere 
was nothing in Seripture or the standard of the Church 
to prohibit colored persons froin holding tho office of Dea- 
con, Presiding Elder, or Minister of God, and thot in 
their Church kessions and assemblies. they aro entitled to 
G treatment of perfoct equality. He contended that it 
was the gospel that caste and prejudice would be broken 
down, and that anything that stood in way of the gospel 
should be destroyed, Others contended. that innovations 
would enrely result in miscegenation and negro equality, 
The general tenor of debate however, showed natural pro- 
grees in tho right direction....The Epiecopal clergymen 
and laity of Brooklyn met in that city Just week, It was 
largely attended. Tho object of the meeting was to discuss 
the present state of the Church ou Long Island, and to de- 
vise moans which should be employed to advance its in- 
terests. An address was delivered by the Right Rev. 
Bishop Potter of Now-York. Tho  discourso was

A TRIP TO COLORADO, 


XKIL.—OLIMPSES OF NEDRABRA.

Frespt thot yogotables are carlier and moro abandant, 
and (nt one ia a littlo nearer to frait and Now-York nowa- 
Ido not fizd n great deal of difference botiroon 
iwatlou of Nebraska and that of Colorado, Omaba 
and Denver are pluces of about the samo size—tho latter 
probably tho botter built of tho two, From this timo ov, 
tho former will inerenso more ropidly, but when tho ratl- 
road roaches Donvor, I {magino the balance will be re- 
stored. Tho people of Omaha aro convinced that their 
placo will bo snother Chicago; end, as thoy seo G00 build 
fogs going up this Benson, we canuot ko much wonder at 
thoir "great expectations.” Thos certainly havo a beou- 
tifal location—if the Missouri River woro to bo deponded 
upon. ‘Tho crescont hills, open toward the enst, incloso o 
high, foyorablo shelf of land, upon which thocity can spread 
forsome timo tocome, It is threo miles acroas to the 
Towa hills, aad tho ploturdsque town of Council Bluffs, at 
thelr foot, so that thoy who reside inthe bighor part of 
Omaha opjoy 9 much broader and more beautifal viow 
than can be bad from any othor placo on the Blissourl. 
© Ldoyoted the first 2Thoura to absolute rest, after my 
Journey noross tho Plains.’ Moreover, the weather was 
truly African in its dry, iutonse heat, shaking aight-scelug 
fo much of a task, that T“dedervo somo credit for secing 
anything beyoutt what tho hotel windowa allowed, In tho 
Plcasent company of Gor: Saundora and Mz. Frost of tho 
‘acifio Railroad, I visited tho hight on which the Capitol 
stands, the sulphur springs, and tho extensive shops and 
works which tho railroad company has ereuted within tho 
Past six months, Whut tho letter Las accomplished ia 
Feally finiting. Thero ls now rall_onough on baud to 
roach Cottonwood, 100 miles boyond Kort Kearney, soveral 
splondid locomotives aro waiting to be ealled into aorvica, 

@ inanufacture of cars bas couimencou, and the grandest 
dasla ia already lnid for carrying on the businoss of tho 
rond, ‘Tho tics, mostly bronght down from the Upper 
Missouri—whothor of. pivo, el or cotton-wood, ara bur 
netized to rondor them dumble. Some iden of the enor- 
mous éxpenss of building the road may be obtained from 
tho atatoment, that each tio, when put down ja {ts place, 
has cost the company from ono and s holf to two dollaral 
Tho cost of briaging railroad iron, locomotives and ma- 
chinery to Omaha fs also very great, aa there 1s n0 rail 
connection with the East. None of the lines through 
Tows will be completed boforo next Summer.

‘Tho country is one of the most beautiful I ever looked 
upon. A tittle more sandy, perbaps, thao Kansas, but 
oqunlly fortilo, it presents the same general featurca. I 
in more that over strnok with tho groat difforonce be- 
troun this region and that to tho east of the Mississippl. 
Hore, without yory bold or prominout forms, there is none 
of tho wearlsomo monotony of tho prairio, ns in Hlinoia; 
ho unsightly cloarings, rugged timber, or twampy tracts, 
os in Indiana aud Obio: but Nature bos given tho smooth: 
uoss aud finish which elsowhero comes from long cultiva- 
‘tion, and iu 20 years from now both Kansas aud Nebraska 
will uppearto bo older thau any other Statos west of tho 
Alloghunies.

Neither tho consciousness of Loving been imposed upon 
(a mean, ditagreeable acusation), nor the stifling heat of 
the day, could preyont me from’ enjoying to the full tha 
moguiligent country I traversed..

THE EVACUATION OP VENTOR, AND [18 OCCUPATION 
BY THE ITALIANS. 
From Our Special Correspondent, 
Venice, Oot. 24, 1866. 

‘Tho scone in Venice, for theso past acvon days, passes 
in vividness oyon atl that 0 correspondent of the Amoricar!’

nd fell with its peoplo, I soo, again, in its’ half Poin- 

inn streota, rolling with the lava of war, tho apirita of 
the mouatain-North ornpted apon it, walking Sith almost 
fearful nod infroqunt huzaus, up the breaches of tho-blaz~ 
ing. oo tho glazed fuoes of tho waiting prisonors, at 
tho bara of Libby, whitenod with sorrow, and hoctio with 
tho hearing of the trump of relief. 

‘And I daro believe, composed os I try to bo in this do- 
liverance of Vonico, that what I bear, sco, focl and think, 
niake an {mprossion more fixed and more wonderful chan, 
the lost prodigious tableau of our gravd war. Think of it! 
Soldior and Citizen! whooveris bold to read this lettor! 
Row 6 genorous and impatient people boro Yeon eon: 
quered by despotism for 70 long avd burning years, nod 
awoke only yesterday with overy glorious omotion np- 
swered by complete and absolute fultiliment, ‘Think, 

also, thot those people had been Indopondesat and posrortal 
for 800 years; that tholr transition from Sudopoadonce to 
slavery) was mot mado by slow — decadoncee, 
which preparo the necks of men for tho 
yoke, ‘but by a suddea leap from glory to 
chains, With arsenals all busy, like yours at Charlestown 
or Brooklyn; with beautiful mansions, liko Pitth-ayo's., 
Frosh frow tho stoe-cutter; with ships‘on the sea; o hist 
tory grout aud vivid to its last page; bankers and spocu- 
Intors ardent a3 in Wall sth; and 6 fog, whose dutter in 
the wind mado. every man thrill, like the unwind- 
ing of our pale stara and purplo stripes—these proud 
pls wore banded away into servitudo without thought or 
warning—'t withouta reckoning, sent to their account!" 

‘Thinks, also! you of the Great Republic, so keenly sou 
sitive to what mon write and say of your cofsntry's institu 
tions ! that scarcely were the bryonets of their conquerors 
familint to tho people of Venice, than scholars and citizens 
of uslghboring” oF remote nations, but lately their equals 
and rivals, came to sco their shame and celebrate it. | hoy 
walked down tho splendid wretcheduces of Venico piti- 
fally or suporelliouely, and made its power and docline tho 
tuljoct of their rouge, Jracias and orations. It wos os if 
Noyi-York or Boston wore suddenly seized and descerated 
by tho Englishman or tho Spaniard, ond florid or swarthy 
fourlsts among us wroto bool:s and letters from the Bat- 
tery or Buoker Hi, desonbing our monuments and our 
misery. All this tho moneud women of Venice felt to 
tho quick, ‘They wero singularly like the Awerican 

jople in’ prido and sensitivoness. AN their , glory 
fee ino their geprouch, and to tho  apoctacly of 
thelr prostration fhejr aotia yrero to be rccus- 
tomed. | No new material good camé to balance the ao 
count of their spiritual and national penury. On tho con- 

trary, their conquerors built over agalust them a rival city 
to drain tbe remains of their riches. ‘They grow poor os 
well as onglaved. ‘The taxes thoy paid wore applied to 
ruin them forever. Yet with this fearful incubus, political 
ond peenbiary, they did no, rash act of suicide, coutom- 
platelno exile, fell into no unmanly despair, “Pho bis- 
ory of man shows fev equal oxamples of beautiful sadness 
aud everlasting dovotion. Disaraed, they wore tho bayo 
pot at thelr hearts, At every chanco they rushed to arins 
They grow in brotherly love’ the older thoy grow under 
tyrauny, No bravo's daggora. rovenged them. Open 
yrar and indomitable. patriotisin wero thoir oppeals. And 
itso hopponed that the benignity and wisdom which 
chasten mon to justice and sobmoty, purified Venice to 
nobler charities, Her nristocracy, unused to labor, grow 
poor ord helpless. Her commons, ued to hunye-, sab- 
mission and toil, felt thet freedom, when it shonld 
‘must bo of o Lotter sort than they had koown. The e 
Venicg is to-day a city educated in the light ef n odern 
republicanism, united in ono consurmated desi: , tho 
last but one of tho great municipal republics of the South 
to forego its exclus{ve ambition, and cesont to tho least 
oncrous of existing monarchical governments. 
THE QUADRIDATERAL RVACUATED. 

You are with mo, thereforv, on tho list Austriad train 
that tokes the rail toward the Adiintic, We bavo beon 
bowlod across the great Lombardy plains, fertile with olive 
and mulborry, maize und vine, a great duwy basin, deep in 
mountains, fur off tipped with snow, but’ nearer dyed in 
tho Ttulian eclonds; and when we baye passed. (he last 
rico fields, whose morasses aro now only green and rank 
with surface lifo, we shoot upon o Brospeat reaching down 
from tho north of a lako like an foland sea, parting like 6 
blue-veined bond the flusbed and squalid Alps. ‘This ia 
the Lako of Garda, tho largest of the soft catuaries of 
Italy, 03 beautiful as any; and more than ny commemo- 
rated by battle, ‘Through its long, topering length ran 
the boundary line between Italy and Anstria, Valleys 
beyond it darted up to the sides of the Tyrolean Al) 
Parallel with it ron tho river Adize, only ono narrow ridgo 
of mountains between, the natural and most direot route 
to Austria. Out of ivenot tho Mivclo, whoso drouded 
‘elbows!’ have obocked aspiration vory Tong, not to men- 
tion "tho syipathiea of youth.” Et siands in the angle 
of the Quedrilateral like 4 stretch of the brightest sky, in 
whose “shining edges tho liveliest lightuings leap. 
Gunbonts of tho” opposing nations went cruisin 
upon it. Amonth ago thelr thunders broke noon an 
uldnight. Andac tho southern tip of tho Lake of Garda, 
low-sot, bogey, dirty, with soldiery and thelzcommisarsat, 
the little town of Peschicra nestles, ike a Crotan villago, 
under the paropota of the Alps. Its streets ary rude ; its 
pooplo ore poor; it is awallowed up in moats and bastions, 
wwhoso grimy brick hights go, acres long, wallowing ubout 
it. Tho Mincio, which divides these, is o shallow stream, 

wisslng paltry islots, no bigger than’ tho Hedgemaln, or 
Pall Hub, and itouts in balf the rolling landscape, with 
horo and’ thoro to the south o conical bill to break it. 
Each rise of ground in tho eyo, os far off as tho horizon, 
is wredan, s linotte, a ritle-pit, a tower, alow zig-rog of 
ficld works, Thoy ‘commence nt tho oye, im stockades 
Whose cannon aro as frequent a9 the separate palisades, 
Thor go climbing overy rise, descending overy swell, 
gin in tho prospect to intereopt overy sunbeam. Far 
off, you soo o tall tower capo cliff, and 
stroy {nto the romote sky. ‘This {a Solforino, As far, 
moro eastward, a church tower, narrow and lofty, floats 
out of the chgos of parapets. This is Custozza, Around 
this perch of yours the irregolute foot of buttlo hos re- 
treated and returned for one-balf tho years of its history. 
‘Tho confluence of streams and destinies makes it tho 
natural battle-ground between the Saxon apd the Roman 
races, Of old its soparate cities were fortified, but when 
tho German got possession of it permanently, ho went to 
work, with cold, calculating assiduity, to make it psst 
fighting for. It/resembles, seen from Pesohieraor Verona, 
the great bare plain of Bfan little more rolling, per- 
hops, but its defenses, thoujh frequent, ere small’ ond 
Lsolnted, except at ita'four great fortrossés. It is not ¢o 
well defended as was Richmond. Tho natural. obstacles 
to getting possession of it ar not equal to those of any 
important strutegio point.celobrated by tho late Rebellion 
in America, The quadrileteral can give foruge to an army 
of 300,000 men, yet its extreme confines are not two doya! 
moreb apart. ‘tho fow poople wlio live uponit, in seperate 
foros, aro wretched and almost savage. ‘They’ have been 
hunted by repeated battle into cellars and ditches, in- 

Ited by common foldiery, trospasscd upon, broken. ’ The 

logea aro all bullet-pieréed, showing coch o great slim 

ft of ehurch-tower, raised up like & testimony against 
slaughter. 
PESORIERA, VERONA, AND MANTUA GIVEN UP. 

To-day, Wednesday, the 17th of October, in the 
midst of ombrowning foliages, 8 naked flag-staff rises over 
the town of Peschiera. At noon a groupof mon in unt- 
form gathered within the emptied citadel. His Majesty 
(Apostolic) of Austria giver over to His Majesty (earliest 
Dofeader of the Faith) of France the fort and outworks of 
Peschiera, His Majesty of the latter balf hands them 
over at once to tho municipality of Pesobiers.

ibiits poopte, in tte melting akies. So dors St show to 
light, a4 we travol toward It, among faces long in exile, 
thrilled now with tho moosurea of its glory. While 
in its poaitlon unique, in, mere topogmphical outline 
it strongly recomblea Now-York. Sharply taper 
ing toward tho sea, it widens to tho west, 
and aliue drawn along Fourteenth-st. from the East to the 
North Rivers, will leave sonth of it tho shape and tho 
suporfices, very noarly, of this [tallan Munhattan. Thoro 
is also a distitiot river channel botweeu it ond the jeland of 
Giudeeco, its Jersey City and Hoboken, and off it great 
paral nracaal, at the vorge, stands the island of San Piotro, 
saingular repreduction of our Governor's Island. Tero 
tho parillel ends; for Now-York is ono stanch ‘teland, 
standing bold and rocky, whilo Venice is a collection of 117 
Islets, divided by 149 canals, connected by 380 bridges, and 
plorced by 2,050 infinitely narrow ond labyrinthine strocts, 
Almost every foot of the city is’bhilt upon piles. Each of 
ita 15,000 bonses is washed by the sou-wator, and of Sts 
130,000 people not one ever rode upon wheels down tho 
malnlond of his city. Making broad spiral ribbon of 
bluo ees, thrico as Wide as Broadway, through tho longest 
diameter of Venice, passes the Grind Canal, tho most 
wonderful wator panoraine, in the world—in no degreo like 
tho doll brick faviugs of the Flemish and Dotch city 
canals, buts highway to. marble palaces, into which are 
burved the dyes of s Southorn sun, and sll the floridness 
of tho Goth blossoma in thoi architecture. Threo bridges 
only:croas this Grand Canal, two. of thom practical end 

ern; tho middle bridge, famed in oll lands, is tho Ri- 
alto, a high archway of shops and multitudes, under whiob, 
liko docilo crocodiles, gondolas shoot their beuks of stecl.

This is Vonioe, a labyrinth of islands, palaces, clinrches

NAPOLEON'S PART IN TOE DELIVERY OF VENIOB. 

From this Molo of San Marco, whero tho Biahops €0 oft 
camo down to bless the Farraguts, Portors ond Wordens 
of the Republi, a soldier iu tho sky-bice cost of the 
‘Austrian, sailed off, on Friday, the 19th of October, to 
fein snlp, close by, bearing w yellow aod eabla fag, om- 

roldored with an e Te wos tho last Anstrinn Gov: 
ornor of Venice, the fast Gossler of his race, Gon. Alemann. 
‘Tho quay wos thronged with peoplo; girls, national guards, 
lndica, ola mon!” Thop made o'atent path throngh thom 
to the aur edge, whence passed the Austrian, a bearded 
man of {ron gray, full of those outward graces which ure 
learned in his military school; 6 man who could command 
the oxecution of Kossuth or Garibald: with quict dignity; 
pudgo to bed thereafter without remoreo, He aud bi 
troops, who had silontly aniled owey tho night proceding 
in the darknoss ond without observation, were all of the 
stolid graciousness which obeys orders withont peanion 
and executes injustico with the deportment of n dancin; 
master, Ap his gondola pussed off ho roiscd his bat. 
silent waving of taudkoreblefs from the quay gave him 
farewell. Thero was no rogret in the soul of any man or 
woman thus sdluting him, except the natural solemnity of 
thia polite breaking of chains and the flush of freedom 
tomporod for an instant with the sudden comprehension of 
its grave responsibilities. - His gondolior landed him, still 
waving his hand, upoo the deck of an Austnan ship. ' One 
gon of adicu sounded over the lagoon, and Vemeo con- 
tained no soldier savo her own, co law but tho free beha- 
vior of bor people, no fag of any designation. 

Tho introduction to thia silent scono has transpired at 
dwn. Tho great intermeddlor of Europe, Emperor of 
Franco at this writing, had "intervened" after the first 
Dottlo of tho war, and snatched, Venico away from the 
German. Whot wore bis intentions toward it wo do not 
know, Common decency compelled him to restore it to 
tho people thomsolves. ‘This hud been dond in a cominon: 
hotel on the Grand Cenal, with some fow fourishos of flat- 
tery on tho part of tho French Gonoral receiving it, in- 
tended to touch tho nowspapers to the glory of Napoleon. 
Acitizun of Vonico, dolegatod to rvceizo it, made a brief, 
dignified, and unflunkey spoceh. Tho Notional Guard of 
Vonice, for s fe momentous hours, took charge of the 
town. 

‘Tho only farcical, animpressivo part of the rendition of 
Venice was the Fronch sbere in it. I followed it care- 
fully, and find thot the particulars are not worth wy ink. 

THE TRANSPORT OF FRSEDOM. 

‘When this Austrian Goyornor took bisshadow from her 
quey, his eail from her waters, @ pauso like sigh, like 
madgoss, like death, ensued, ‘The piazza, the piuzzctta, 
the arcades, the house tops, wero filled with people. 
Twonty thousand stood there, in silouce, like bowilder- 
ment, Not an oar broko tho water, not nery peeled on 
the land, no bell sounded, no Jeer, nor laugh, nor treed of

The railway dopot lies at the western end of the Grane 
Caval, reuiote from the Dogo’s palace. ‘Thither descended 
from tho trains, swift on the rotrotiug stream of the Ave 
trians, the battle-marked eoldvers of the kingdom. They 
put ot their head two military bands in goodolas Be 
ind camo the broad formof Gen, Cialdinl, covered with 
decorations. Thed the National Guard of Venioo followed 
in bares, threo regiments of infantry-of-the-ling, 8 reg> 
mentof Lereaglier, and a company Of Sapper last ete 
barked, with (ion. Revel, tha now Governor, ut their hesd, 
‘To musio that every citizen know, they descended the rich 
arcado of the canal; Flowers wets shovered upon them. 
Tho Lanks of the canal rang wilh vivas. Every Gothie 
pslaco sintled in its anguo tracers. ‘Thro ware 
no oolors in tho home of Count Chambord, the 
Bourbon heir to tho Frenoh throno, or Henri Cing, as he 
iscalled. But from tho home uf the Foscaria, from 1 
Byron's lodgings, from tho residence of Marsip, tho 

of the Doges, the colors and welcomes fell, 08 from every 
other carvod’ door, upheld by smiling giant carytides, 
carved in coats-of-atms, guarded by winged lions. At the 
Polaco Guistiniaai the Amerienn Consul unrolled the 
Flag of tho American Union.

Their musio was nog of riotors, but 
appiness, IY was no national -ectaclo, bute Bithan op 
poal, beaultful os the aky chovo, ‘aud worthy of tho fame 
of the ancient Republic, Arrived ot tho Piuzza of St 
Mark, tho aoldiors were reviewed. When thoy stopp 
out of line they were embraced by the people, who com 
tonded with cdch other for tho privilege of éatort 
thom. ‘Tho only person T saw untouched by thin beautl 
rounjon wes an [inglishmnn, who said: “Oh! yas! y 
Tdo' soy! bot the oity will sadly miss its Austring ous 
tomers, you know !""

Every citizen carried om 
his breast or in his hat the label #1" (or # Yes"), whieh 
referred to the approaching plebisoite or roto, as to. whothe 
er or no Venico should annex bersolf to the Kingdom of 
Itely. The whole city during throo daya did not cust « 
single "No," This jubilation was kept up all the weedy 
and. the Suuday succeeding, o day beautiful oven in Vewe 
iso, wes holy a8 worship in ita opou-air thanksgiving.

evon though Tinpartial Suffrage should for the present 
ho resisted and defested. I did think it desirablo that 
Jefforsou Davis should be arraigned and tried for 
treason; and it still seems to me that this might prop- 
orly have been dono mony months ago. But it was 
aot done then; and now I beliove it would result 
1 far more evil than good. It would rekindle pns 
that have nearly barned out or beon bushed to sleep; 
it would fonrfully couyulse and agitate the Sonth; it 
sonld arrest the progress of reconciliation and kindly 
fooling there; it wonld cost a large sum directly and a 

far lurgor indirootly; and—unless the jury were scan- 

Anlously packed—it would result in a non-agreement 
or no verdict. Iean imagine no good end to be sub- 
sorved by such a trial, aud—bolding Davis neither 
better nor worse-than thousands of others—would 
havo him treated as they are. 

T hope to sce Impartial Suffrage established by very 
general consent, Many will favor it because they 
hold it eminently wise and just; othors beeanse they are 
tired of contention abont negroes, and wish to put an 
end to it, And tho one simple, obyious mode of taki 
the nogro out of politics is just to treat him os 8 man. 
He will caase to be an object of specinl intorest or 
championship from tho hour that the law disregards 
the immaterial circumstance of his color and treats 
him only as a human being. 

Trust the States will generally accord to Blacks 
the common rights of Manhood, irrespective of the 
Nation abd of each other; and I trust they will agree 
lo plsce those rights under tho protection of the 
Fedoral Constitution. This may not, in one senso, 
be necessary; yot it is best to leave no “Joop to bavg 
adoabt upon.” The whole conntry needs absolute 
poaco and reat. I am yery willing that each State 
should impose a moderate poll-tax on every citizen, 
aud allow no one to vote who shall not baye eeason- 
ably paid this tax, I hold that lunatics, idiots, erim- 
inals, vagrauts and public paupers, have no natural 
cight to yoto, and that they ought not to be enfran- 
chised. If hore be negroes—as I presume there are— 
whe chouse to prowl over tho country, begging and 
stoaliug, I think these should not be allowed to vote. 
But overy honest, diligent, industrious, useful citizen, 
howover lowly, ought'to be woter; ond that State 
is woakencd and imperiled which excludes any such 
from her electoral body. 

T dislike the suggestion of an “intelligence!” basi 
for suffrage, Let us not bo deluded by false analo- 
gies and vague abstractions. In a State where each 
obild grows up within sight of free school-houses 
wheroin ho is more than weleome to be a pupil, it is 
perfeotly reasovable to prescribe that those only who 
cau reall may vole, Whore half the people have not 
only been denied all public facilities for education, 
but have grown up under lawa which made teaching 
thom a crime, the case is very different. Establish 
cowmon schools in the South, and you may fairly 
prescribe that no ove sball vote after 1876 who doos 
not know how to read. But do not put outa man’s 
eyes aud then punish him for blinduess. 

It would be morally impossible to enforce fairly 
and uniformly an intelligonce test in the South. Just 
think of Mayor Monroe, with his chief of police and 
firat marsbal, sitting as 4 board on the eve of an ex- 
citing olection to determine bow many and which of 
the Blacks of New-Orleans were so literary as they 
ahould be to make them voters! Fanoy the Copper- 
beads of Southern Maryland passing on the litorary 
protenaions of their late slaves, from whom they 
feared defeat in an oxciting political contest! The 
bare attempt (o epforce Sach a test at the South 
vill mauifestly inflaue aud distract that entire region. 
{trust it will be forborne. 

Tcommond Impartial Suffrage as reqnired by the 
‘tro intorest of all concerned; yet I cannot admit 
that it is matter in which the North bas no rightful 
concert. ‘The Blacks are a portion not merely of the 
Bouthoru bat of the American People, ‘They played 
fan important and beuoficent part in our great Civil 


War, We canrot ignore the obligations springing 
foun our necessity aud their loyalty. I hold that 
Houor aud good faith absolutely constrain (hore who 


triumphed in that struggle to take caro that their 
humble supporters and backers shall not be made to 
anffer for taking tho side of tho Union. To say now, 
in view of the recont past, “Lot the Southorn negroes 
}avo such rights only as their White (late Robel) 
follow-oitizens shall seo fit to accord them," wonld 
bu ingratitude and perfidy such as might well invoke 
tho lightnings of heaven. No matter at what oo: 
woof the North must take care that the Southern 
Blocks are not left at the morcy of that diabolie spirit 
which manifested itself through the Inte massacres of 
Momphis and New-Orleaus. 

“But there is the Federal Constitution ia your 
way," I hear objected, 

Perlaps I do not comprehend the force of this 
objection. Let me illustrate my view of it by a 
familiar example, Suppose Gen, Grant, whon be 
first approached the boundary of Tennessco—but no, 
lot us suppose that Gen, Lee, when in 1863 he reached 
tho southern boundary of Pennsylvania, had found 
his way barred by a pompous, puffy personage, who 
accosted him as follows: ‘Sir, T give you notice that 
this is the ‘ancred soil’ of Ponnsylyania; Tam one 
of hor magistrates, and, in her name and authority, 
and in virtue of that Foderal Constitution which you 
have worn to obey, I command you to turn back !"— 
it is just possiblo that the General would haye ordered 
tho jnatico to got out of tho way, but mors probable 
that ho would have simply kept on without vouch- 
snfing the judicial magnate a word. 

Wo have been engaged in a fioree, desperate, pro- 
tructod struggle for the very oxistenco of the Republic, 
whereof the Constitution is but an incident, (I know 
(hore wero those nominally on onr sido who said thoy 
fonght for tho Constitution; but I never heard of their 
hnrting anybody.) In the progress of that struggle, it 
became necessary to call the Blaoks to the rosoue of 
tho imperiled Nation. Had wo made thom no 
promises whatever, our obligations resulting from our 
poril and thoir services in averting it would not haye 
boen essentially lessoned. Had we been worsted, 
thoy must have shared our misfortune, and gone un- 
dor the feet of the triumphant Rebels, Had we ended 
tho struggle by troaty or compact, they must hayo 
boen governed by the torms of that compact. But wo 
wore not worsted; we did not compromise nor end the 
war by treaty; we were entirely and absolutely trium- 
phant; and I hold ito moral obligation thence resulting 
that we shall guarantee and sconre their absolute, per- 
fuct freedom. To prove unfaithful to this obligation isto 
bury ourselyes in perfidy and enduring shame. And 
this responsibility, springing directly from the Na- 
tioval rescue from ruin, I hold far before and above 
tho lettor of the Constitution. 

The soundness and urgency of this viow would not 
have boon so palpable had tho Rebels, after the utter 
collapas nnd disappearance of their Confederacy, 
evinced a grain of common sense. Had they so acted 
that their friends might have plausibly argued that 


tho Blacks were safo in their hnuds, we might have 
gnessed, or trusted, or hoped, that the most vital 
rights of the Frocdmon would bo respected and shielded 
by State action; and thoro upon gone to sleep. But 
tho last shots of the war had barely ceasod to echo 
whon Southern legislatures, assembled by Mr, Jobn- 
son's Provisional Governors, hegan to concoct and on- 


act laws bearing exclusively on the Freed- 
men which would bave disgraced the worst 
days of Egyptian or of Algorine despotism. For in- 


stance: no reasonable person ever objected, while 
Slavery oxisted, to laws placing the Blacks in Slave 
Statos under police surveillance, aud forbiddiag them 
to kegp or bear arma; butsuch acts became absurd- 
ly tyrannical from the moment wherein Slavery dis- 
appeared; and the wrenching of their arms by Rebels 
from honorably discharged Union soldiers, under color 
of State authority, solely because the Unionists wore 
Blacks, was a yery cowardly mode ot renewing the 
war of Rebellion, So of oll acts revived or re- 
enacted which shut Blacks out of the witness-box in 
cases whero only Whites were parties, or inflicted 
on thew any kind of disability which was at the same 
timo an indignity. This kind of legislation (seo Me- 
Pherson's Manual) was common to all the Rebel 
States, though that of Mississippi was probably the 
worst. I rejoice that South Carolina has bad tho 
good seuse to repeal her sharo of it, ond I bail her 
action in this respect as greatly conducive to au early 
restoration of the Union. But it is proved unsafe to 
trust to local authority and opinion, which may be 
right to-lay and wrong to-morrow: we must placo 
the essential rights of overy American citizon under 
the oxpross guardianship of the Federal Constitntion. 
That will be the end of controversy; until then, even 
unsuccessful attempts to abridge them will prove a 
grave and general calamity. 

Ibaye said that I fayor both Universal Amoesty 
and Impartial Suffrage on their respective merits, 
each without regard to the other. I bold that the 
North is bound to insist on Manhood Suffrage—not in 
the South only, but in every State and Territors— 
beeanse of the service required of and rendered by the 
Blacks in putting down the Rebellion—that it would 
be perfidy and basoness, in view of all the facts, not 
to insist on this. I hold the South bound to accord 
Suffrage to the Blacks, a8 an important and useful, 
though humble, portion of her people, whom it is 
her interest a3 well as her duty to concili- 
ate and satisfy, even though the North 
did not desire it, There is no conflict between the 
interests and dutios of the North on one side and the 
South on the other—what is bost for each, or ‘either, 
is best for both—the only collision is between their 
respective resentments and prejudices. ‘The North 
wants to keep at least the leading Rebels under ban 
indefinitely; the South—that is, a majority of the 
dominant caste at the South—wants to keop the 
negroes under foot—despised, powerless, and often 


sabused by the White ruffians, whose crimes the better 


class disavow, but neithor prevent nor punish. The 
loyal North has demonstrated er ability to 
kcep the Rebels out of Congress; the Rebel South has 
likowiso proved her power to prevent indefinitely 
the due ratification of the Constitutional Amendment. 
This dend-lock affords to those whom I must con- 
sider the more generous and far-seeing minds of 
either section an opportunity which, once lost, moy 
never retira. Even though the South were able to 
force her leaders into Congress, they could not hope 
for full restoration to power and public favor; even 
thongh the North were able to foreo Impartial Sut 
frago on the South, it would prove of little value 
while resisted by a strong majority of the dominant 
caste there. But let North aud South strike bands 
ou the basis of Universal Amnesty with Impartial 
Suffrogo, and the resulting peace will be perfeot, all- 
embracing and enduring. Each section will gain 
everything and lose really nothing. 
‘As to how the Blacks will voto if onfranchised, ‘I 
have not inquired, and do not care to know. That 
thoy will not vote for the redstablishment of Slavery, 
nor for their own disfranchisement, nor to exalt to 
power those who burn their scbool-bouses apd mob 
their camp-meetings, I take to be solf-evident. They 
tay make some mistakes at first; but experionce will 
tend steadily to their diminution and correction. I do 
not concur with the careful mother who insisted that 
her son must be kept ont of the water till he should 
have learned to swim, And I feel confident that 
Blacks, liko other men, will yoto first to seoure their 
own rights, thon to promote the welfare of their 
country 
If the South sball insist on her abstract right to 
hold the Blacks as a subject race, the North will daubt- 
loss fnsist on the indefinite disfrancbisemont of all tho 
prominent Rebels, and matters will thus go on as 
they have gone for the last your. I must still cherish 
wy opinion that this is unwise; but I aball stand with 
my own people, while awaiting the calmer and wiser 
viow that I om confident must ultimately pre- 
vail. The disinterested will say, ‘Let the Rebels. re- 


tain Wuder tho ban so loug aa they iusist on keeping 


tho Blacks thoro—and thoy will say so with 
mplo reason. If tho adjustment I urgo should 
ultimately fail, and, in the mutations of party 
ascondoncy, the Rebels should bo let up and tho 
Blacks bo kept down, I shall regret it as much for tho 
snke of the South as of the North; and Ishall fool that 
tho blame does not all attach to the South, And, 
whatever the immediate issue, I shall bate no jot of 
heart or hope that at last—and at no very distant 
day—our people will be thoroughly harmonized and 
united on the basis of Impartial and Universal 
Freedom. HO.

The Post ia tho organ of the importers, and is likely 
to be woll informed in regard to the character of the 
Tariff which is boing devised in the Treasury Depart- 
mont, aso substitute forthe bill passed by an over- 
whelming majority in July lost by tho Houso of 
Ropresentatives, but wnfortunately hung up in the 
Senate, There is, however, an astounding statemout 
in the above paragraph, which we would fain class 
with the impudent fiction that the high rates of tho 
present Tariff are killing out many of our important 
manufactures (!), but which may indeed be true. 
This is a phonomenal time in politios—why should 
the National Economy bo exempt from phenomenal 
tronchery or phenomenal stupidity 7 ' 
‘Tho importers’ organ -informs the country that o 
comprehensive sebemo for tho rigid equalization of 
onr internal and external taxes" is being propared by 
Mr. Wells, Such ‘ equalization” would be Free 
Trade, ‘Tho customs duty which protects the Ameri- 
oan laborer in bis competition with European labor 
would be neutralized by an equal tax apon the pro- 
duct of his industry. It is difficult to oredit that such 
anovolty in taxation and the raising of reyenno is 
actually to be offered to Congress for ncoptance; yet, 
if language means anything, we are having o Toriff 
prepared for us, in which the duties, so far as they are 
proteotive, are to be counteryailed by equivalent do- 
mostio taxes, If ‘the rigid equalization” our coun- 
try's industry is threatened with sball simply sim, 50 
far as our importations are concerned, to strike 8 
horizontal Jovol through all classes of foreign goods, 
so 3 to make our “external taxes" equal, the coming 
Tariff will bo 0 malformed marvel to which Congress 
will accord but few gasps of life. 

But thero is no doubt that the bill which Mfr. 
Wolls is proparing is one that is acceptable to The 
Post as 8 measure that “will give us a tariff, uot for 
protection, but for revenue,” This is indoed ynwel- 
come intelligence—not that we bave tho slightest ap- 
prehension tbat tho XXXIXth Congress will pass any 
auch bill, but we rogret to see again an organized hos- 
tility within the United States agdinst the labor of 
tho United States. We regret to learn that Cho influ- 
ence of any branch of our Governmont is not to be 
harmonions with the peoplo’s development of their 
country's resources, but is to take sides with foreign 
workingmen in thir struggle to force our working- 
men out of their own markets. 

Gentlemen Free Traders! you aro doomed to de- 
feat. You can not, and you will not, fasten upon this 
nation “'s tariff for reyenue and not for protection. 
Such tariffs we bave repeatedly tried, thanks to you, 
and’every one of them brought private and public 
bankruptoy int their traius—shat up shops, mills, ond 
factories—made idlers and beggars of bundreds of 
thoussnds of our workingmen and women—made 
agriculture unprofitable—covered tho and with debts 
—ont off incomes—filled our poor-houses, and aver- 
burdened our charities. You might ax well hope to 
regatablish at the ballot-box the Slavebolders' Rebel- 
lion as to destroy or barm the Manufacturing Indus- 
try of this country by the vote of the XXX1Xth or the 
XLth Congress.

Whenever a dollar shall come 
again to mean o dollar, that fact will beYound a great 
chock to those flights of imagination in the way of 
prices, whereto milkmen ond bootblacks are |just as 
prone as pork monopolists and grain speculators, 

II. Our correspondent thinks the real cure—if oure 
there should be—for inflation, is to “stimulate 
tho industries aud producing powers of the coun- 
try." Why, you innocent soul! we all know this! 
But you think industry may be stimalated by making 
what passes for money plentiful and cheap—and this 
is truo to a limited extent—but you don't get boys to 
hoe corn for even $2 por day When they think: they 
can make $5,000 by flying their kites in Wall-street.

THE COTTON TAX. 

Our Chamber of Commerce is very busy and vory 
anxious concerning tho tax of threo conts per pound 
on oll the Cotton grown in this country, payable on 
its removal from tho collection (Congress) district in 
which it was grown. Wo heartily agreo with the

did come, on tho back of 0 many others; but the 
collector, though polito, was firm, and, when the last 
day of grace camo, we bad to fork over. Other folks, 
wo presume, are treated just 60; and why not the 
holders of Cotton? 
‘Tho Committee of the Chombor say: 


‘To continuo o tax upon Cotton 1g only to. discoaraje Its 
cultivation in the best cotton lands of tho world, ax ours are, 
Gnd tocacourage it in tho woras lands of Tndin, Egypt aud 
Graal, where they would bo ready enough to devote much of 
thelr toll to other purposes, as soon as wo bogin to throw crops 
a revo four millions of bales on tho markets o€ Europe at 
the lowered prices which would naturally ensnc." 


—If the intontion bere was to inouleate tho belief 
that tho growers of Cotton on “tbo worse lands of 
Indin, Egypt and Brazil" pay no tex, tho assertion 
should have beon squarely made, so tbat it could have 
boen squarely mot. As itis, it amounts only to this— 
Take off the tax, and our Cotton-growora could rain 
their rivals, who cultivate "the worse lands" afore- 
said, ‘We question the fact; and we furthor maintain 
that tho result contemplated, if attainable, would be 
undesirable, Tho South might far better set her 
Widows ond orphans at work spinning aud weaving 
her Cotton on ber own soil thn attempt to undorwork 
and run out the Cotton-growera of India, Egypt and 
Brozil, And tho Cotton-tax strongly encourages aud 
tends to deyolop the Cotton manufactare at tho South 
—nconsummation most dosirable for tho industry of 
the South, but not so palpably advantageous to the 
commerce of New-York, 

‘The Committee proceed to eay: 


© Your Committee aro unnble to find satisfactory reakon in 
favor of thie tas. Asa question of revonue, it may yicld 18 or 
20 milllons, without compensating for the Injary dono to 
natioual prosperity. Tho reault of the operation, thon, is that 
Governntent ls paying high solnries to a multitude of men to 

leet tho tox, nnd to not a fow to pay it away again in drow: 
hacks upou Cotton fabrica exported, whon it would. havo beon 
botter for nll concerned If there had been no tax at all 


—So furs this is an argument at all, it bears di- 
reetly against the wholo system of Excise or Internal 
Taxation, Every internal tax may be said to operate 
adyerscly to “National prosperity ;" and, if wo are 
to repeal ono on that,ground, why not anotber, and 
another? Petroleum is only produced on o very 
limited area; yet every barrol of it hnd to pay $1 ex- 
cise for mauy months. 

Congress greatly reduced onr internal taxes Inst 
session, and the royenue bas considerably fallen off in 
consequence. We judge it barely adequate to the rodac- 
tion of the principal of our National Debt by One Hund- 
red Millions per annum. We protest against taking off 
another penny without impoaing a full equivalent 
‘Tho present tax-bill would just about extinguish our 
Debt intrventy years. We are for paying the Debt, 
and insist that the scale of taxation shall be graduated 
tothat ond. It is hard to pay heavy taxes for twenty 
years; it would be harder still to pay them forever: 
‘and that is the practicable alternative now presented. 
If we take off one tax, wo shall take off another; and 
there will be no stop till we ‘get down to moroly 
paying our current oxponses and acoruing intorest. 
We may not sympathize with the negroes of the 
Sonth, oppressed by the Cotton-tax, so much as, Mr. 
Opdyke does: but wo will joyfully conoar in taking 
off taxes by wholesale whenever we sball have paid 
tho National Debt. ~ 

GOVERNOR WORTHS MESSAGE. 

‘The Constitutional Amendment is unanimously re- 
jected by the Southern States. The Legislatures of 
Toxns, Georgia, and Alabama, and tho Lower House 
of Arkansas, hove refused to ratify it. Goy. Orr of 
South Carolina, and Gov. Humpbreys of Mississippi, 
have advised its rejection. There is no bope of its 
adoption by Virginia or Louisiana. Gov. Marvin of 
Florida, in his recent thessagt, opposes it, ahd Gov, 
Worth, in his message to the North Carolina Legisla- 
tore, submits a long argument, intended to show that 
the proposition is tyrannical, and that the South 
would be dishonored ia accepting it. 

Dismissing as unworthy of notice Goy. Worth’ 
qnibbling over the fifth section, which gives Congress 
tho power to enforce the others by appropriate legisla- 
tion, We find bim assuring the Logislature that the 
peoplé of his State, “with n singular approuch to 
unouimity," desire o restoration of their constitu: 
tional relations with the American Union. We have 
no doubt of it, and only wish that they had tukon a 
speedier way to obtain their wishes by electing Gon. 
Dockery. If they ato in a hurry, they must concede 
something to thé Union; some guarantee must be 
given other than the abolition of Slavery, for that was 
not given by the Rebel States, but extorted by 
the war, It is amusing to find tho Gover- 
nor quoling the Rebellion itself as an in- 
stance of the mognanimity of the Southern people. 
Tn the face of circumstances rendering it pearly im- 
possible, tley have paid its Government the taxes of 
former yeara, laid when anothor de facto governuent, 
whose, powers they could not bayo resisted if they 
would, was making levies in money and kind almost 
greater than they could bear. ‘They acquiesced in the 
extinction of Slavery, which annihilated more than 
half their wealth; they baye borne with patience the 
exclusion oftheir Senators and Representatives from the 
halls of Congress, where they have had no one to con- 
tradict or explain the most exaggerated misrepresent- 
ations, or even to make known their grievances.’ 
Goy. Worth wonders bow long this “unnatural con- 
dition" will continue. We think we may apbwer 
that it will Imst as long {a3 tho refusal of 
the Rebel States to meet in a proper 
spirit’ the advances of Government.

We caunot think it is very meritorious that the 
people of North Carolina pay United States taxes; we 
do it without vaunting our virtue; ond if they, also,

Worth knows better 
than to suppose that the United States. is to become 
an Emigration Buroau for the romoyal of four mil- 
lions of people. Ho knows very woll that it is uot its 
Dnsiness to transport laborers from one State to 
another, and equally woll that its legislation 
for the Freedmen has boon intended for tho 
proteotion of its citizens on the goil whero thoy stand 
and in the homos they have chosen. If tho Freedinen 
of North Carolina chooso to come to tho Nortb, that 
ia their business, not Gov. Worth’s, nor that of Con- 
gress, aud it is-only -tho doly of tho United Statos 
Government to see that whorever they go or stay thoy 
shall not be the yiotims of unjust local laws. ‘That is 
all, and that is onough for an impartial Government, 
oxcopt in tho spocint aid it hos extended 
through the Freedien's Burean to the poor 
people whose necessities the Southern States are 
unable to relieve, But discussion of thia subject is 
unnecessary.

WHITE OR BLACK? 

God Justice Sutherland, who rulea in the Supreme 
Court, may or may not hayo a wart upon bis nose; 
and a warton one’s physioguomy may be eithor a 
woll-spring of ploasuro or a blot of defilement, accord- 
ing as the wenror thercof is convivially or maliciously 
disposed. A molo on av open countenance bas been 
regarded a3 proof of long-lost brotherhood of some 
kind or othor; bat wo have ocver heard that wart or 
molo wore Crowuor's proof that the spotted porson bad 
committed a murder, and deserved to dio in a ditoh. 
Romoto country districts have been worked upon in- 
tornally by tho baleful squint of tho evil eye; swine 
and kine are said to have been dispirited out of all 
flesh by tho rolling sorcery of this terrible optio; but 
we are not aware that tho most ‘‘gioare-cyed" of 
yotors has yet boon challonged at the polls. Judges 
have beon known to grow red in the face, and 
jalk objurgatively, but no one supposed that 
they wore Iadian savagos, It is common for 
opicures, tapsters, rum-dealors, and bibbors of 
long-standing, to swell, blossom, sprout, and turn 
all sorts of colors gratuitously or on emotional provo- 
cation; but no one anpposed that they were barrels, 
or balloons, sensitive plants or nuisances, unless at- 
restod for taking up too much of the side-wolk; and 
no one bas geon fit to question their. right to the fran 
chise whon thoy havo carried their baggage aud colors 
victoriously to the polls. Men have. turned blue in 
certain crises of fortune, and dyspeptics yellow; but 
the former wore never accounted negroes, or tho Iat- 
ter mulattoas, All sorts of excrescences bave grown 
on the humen frame; and flesh has heen beir to many 
ils which are no part of the natural constitution; 
yet the man who has o tumor on his log, or 
lis nogo ont of joint, or an eyo put out, or his 
faco in a furnace of trial, may travel to 
tho polls, and, in yery spite of bis comfort and other 
ipon's, vote tho Democratic ticket in order to put 
down the Health law. A man withont a scalp is now 
andthen in great request among prairie politician’ 
and men without beads are always ia demand on 
election day to voto a bad ticket. There has beon no 
reatriotion of tho franchise as regards that influential 
portion of our fellov-citizens having bold heads; the 
story of the forty bears and the Constitution have 
conserved for them alike the yeucration of the young 
and the middle-aged. Hair long and black may be 
taken as proof of Indian or Italian birth; hair erisp or 
ourly may signify atistooraoy or vulgarity; rod hair 
is said to have been worn by Queen Eliza- 
eth, and Mary Queen of Scots had a great deal of 
bair that may bo said to have been wavy; but neither 
hair, or no hair at all, can be rightfully adjudicated 
asa disqualification for the franchise. In short, the 
human form ond countenance have gone through all 
varioties and shades of individual temperament sud 
emotion without eliminating its right to face tho polls. 
If this were not the case, the Hon. John Morris: 
or any other man of psychological and physical power, 
might disfrancbise a voter by putting him out of cown- 


tenance. 
We hold these trutba to be as self-evident as 


that oll mon were created free and equal We be- 
lieve that the Declaration, was founded on them; and 
we havo gone to tho trouble to atate them thus seri- 
ously at length, lest a good-natured Justice of tho Su- 
prome Court should rashly undertake to deoide, on 
“porsonal inspection” of another person's hair, whether 
ho ia entitled to vote. Tho subject of the judicial eye 
isa gontloman, denied registry because he is alleged 
to be a negro, tho only suspicion whereot is the indis- 
tinct and somewhat delicate conception that he has 
wavy bair, A respectable and intelligent citizen 
{s thus doomed, as other men have been saved, by the 
hair of his head; and a grave question now perplexes 
tho head of the Judge, to the very roots of his hair, 
whether the man is white or black. ‘The public may 
wwoll catertain a natural apprebension of the result, 
and all who bave disordered hair bo wlarmed. A 
atraw has broken the camel's back; a hair might radi- 
cally alter the comploxion of the Democratio vote. 
‘The faco of the plaintiff has nothing, in truth, to do 
with tho matter, for, as the case at present stands, the 
supposed colored person is a3 white as any gentle- 


man of tho jury. But what of thatt If 
the Judgo is resolved to decide on  inapee- 
tion, be may make his victim turn almost 
any color! And it is so mach worse for the gentleman 


who, putting so whito a face on the matter, auda- 
ciously contests bis right to the ballot if be shows any 
sign of biliousvess. ‘The plaintiff's connsel, Mr. Gil- 
bert, denies that a Board of Registry baye tho right 
to look in a man’s faco and decide that his complexion 
ig “too dark;" and so we say to the Jadge. We 
quite agree with Mr. Gilbert that, "' if a man should 
happen to be suffering from a bilious attack, it would 
bo a singular thing if he must await the action of o 
dose of medicino before registering bis name," though 
we can readily see how this plan might operate with 
clean gain to the Radical ticket in districts where the 
Democratic ticket prevails like an epidemic. 

Here, in short, is the case of a gentleman who, for 
no other reason than the wave of his hair, has been 
doprived of the ballot. A simple Registry Inspector

usstion isa logitimate subject for au Agricultural Society 
obvious frou the fact. that tany of the most productive 
portions of tho earth caunot be cultivaced. successfully 
Without constant}y combating thu ague. Tn theSout id 
‘West, quinine ie literally ous of tho necessiries of life; 
and I'ould advise Nofth-Mustera people to keep away 
from such localities until their prejudices againel this reu 
edy havo subsided, ond until they buve loarued to uso it 
without the ald of o phyaiclau. “Water caro, vegetable 
dhet, &e., ure worthless, ofther ng preveutton or cute, The 
dowand for quiniue is rapidly increasing; not eo much 
from the incrcuso of population as from tho imereasiug ap- 
preciation of its value. In 1850, Dr. Daniel Drake, one of 
the most emiuent physicians of the Wost, wroto the fol- 
lowing practical testimony in favor of yuinivo: * When at 
Natobes, in 1814, 1 was told by Dr. Corvwright that Mr.

Dr, GRANT—Cattle, whon fod {n Winter upon dry up- 
land hay, really necd ‘but little salt, and as it inoreases 
their eppotite for water in cold, weather its advantages are 
doubsil. 

‘Salt for Manure.—SaweL Cnapwick, Wilkins Post. 
Otfice, Alleghspy County, Pa.: How end when do you 
apply salt!” Sow it broadcast from threo to ten bushels 
per acre, Spring or Fall; Spring is best. 

Whitecash.—Hoom Hackett, Now-Concord, Obio, 
Monday: "We cannot obtain rook-alt hore. Wilt any 
other uuswer for mixing it with tho whitewash you recom- 
mend? Would sulphate ot zinc be of any valuo in tho 
composition?” Kock salt is preferable in the composition 
recommended as cheap paint for fences aud farm buildings 
hecaase it is leas bydroscopio than manufactured. salt. 
What is koown as Liverpoul aalt, which morchanta 
reeviye in eacke, is rock salt ground, and will anawor the 
purpose. Sulphate of zinc bas been highly recommended 
for wixing with whitowash. Ono poond i6 suilicient for 
four gallons. If alittle ekim mill, diesolved gluo or rico 
flour is mixed with it, it burdens the surface so that-it will 
not rab off.
